FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


You will readily see, dear friends, that our Annual Report is very 
incomplete. The change of date of Annual Meeting from October to 
August, and the printing of the report in November, instead of Decem- 
ber, explain the incompleteness. But the changes are for the better, and 
when we are adjusted to them we shall see good results.....The Treas- 


urer and Editor attended the Maine State Association held at North 
Berwick the last of September. The W. M. S. of this state is splendidly 
officered and the proof positive that good work is being done all along 
the line is that they have more than met their apportionment. Consider- 
able time was given to the MisstonArRyY HELPER. We wish to return 
thanks here and now for the beautiful things said about it and the loyalty 
to it so universally manifested. HELPER Sanctum was gladdened by 
visits or calls from several workers on their way to or from the associa- 
tion, among them our missionary from Bhimpore, India, Rev. A. L. 
Kennan, whose enthusiasm for his work and his “Santals” is conta- 
gious....A sheaf of personal letters from India so admirably supple- 
ment the reports that we quote ‘from them at length. You will find sev- 
eral encouraging and many interesting notes among them. In June Miss 
Dawson wrote about the Widows’ Home at Balasore, “There are six 
widows and four children here at present. Besides these there have been 
several who have stayed a few days. I am expecting a Brahmin widow, 
of good family, who wishes to become a Christian as soon as she can es- 
cape from her brother’s house. How hard it is for them to become 
Christians! It means forsaking everything, and yet for His sake so 
many are doing it.” Miss Barnes wrote, later, “This week I took a 
woman to the Widows’ Home. There are eight or nine there now and 
they look so well and happy! They are very fond of Miss Dawson and 
call her ‘Mama.’ The one I took there in a starving condition, last year, 
has. improved so much, both physically and mentally. I gave her a new 
name, ’Kosche’—the name of a flower—and it fits her all right now. I 
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took them date palm leaves from here to weave mats of. There are lots 
of the trees in this compound. These leaves they call “Pinchas.” I am 
hoping and praying that there will be more new Christians in Jellasore 
before the end of the year. Four Hindus have been baptized here this 
year. The Lord is surely working and blessing the work at this station. 
August 29: Mrs. Griffin has been here most of the week giving prizes to 
the schools. A great thing for them. ‘There are three schools, one that 
is held here in the house and two in Hindu villages, supported partly by 
Government and partly by the Mission. There were 124 here. The 
house was decorated and looked very fine. They made necklaces of 
flowers for Mrs. Griffin and me. There are lots of water lilies in the 
tank and they hung them all around the room.” One of Miss Butts’ na- 
tive S. S. pupils wrote her as follows—a good request for any of us to 
make: “Please remember me at your prayer and pray for me to God 
that I may be able to hold Him fast and proceed step by step through His 
path. By His blessing I may be able of showing my good conduct 
amongst my fellow students.” Still later, Miss Coombs wrote from Mid- 
napore, “We eagerly watch for the HELPER each month and turn first to 
“From the Field,” to learn what is going on out here! News rather stale, 
usually, but very interesting. ...Famine, pestilence and political unrest 
on every hand! God can make the wrath of man to praise Him, how- 
ever, so we are hoping He may yet work out of this turmoil something 
‘for the furtherance of His kingdom. Indeed, in the midst of all this 
unrest, an undercurrent of inquiry for religious truth is very noticeable, 
and there are many candidates for baptism. We have had about sixty 
baptized and others are coming. We are planning for special meetings 
in November when we hope for special blessings upon our workers, that 
they may be specially used of God this coming cold season.”....Let us 
remember these meetings in our Quiet Hour. 

All of our readers will be interested in the following clipping from 
the Wilmington, Del., News: 

The Missionary HEvrer Branch, with Mrs. Rivington D. Lord, of 
593 Bedford avenue, Brooklyn, president, cheers members in every state 
in the Union. The official organ is the Miss1onARY HELPER, a very en- 
tertaining bulletin that is published once a month. Shut-ins are cheered 
through gifts, postage stamps, letter paper, envelopes, birthday cards, 
souvenir postal cards, fancy work, patchwork, letters of cheer, etc. Many 
lonely lives are brightened because of the merry whistle of the postman 
which announces somebody has thought of the shut-in and sent a greeting. 
Mrs. Lord is modest and seems to think that she is doing only a little in 
the way of Sunshine, but on looking over her mail and reading a page in 
the Missionary HELPER, one would soon realize that from very little 
things great things grow.

PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS 
MRS. MARY A. DAVIS. 


The night was dark. The multitude was just rescued from a fear- 
ful bondage of centuries. They had escaped; but in their ears, as they 
hastened, rumbled the sound of chariot wheels and the clattering feet of 
fast galloping horses. They had no time to test their own-.strength for 
self-defense. Behind were foes determined to overtake and overpower 
them. Already with pallid lips they were saying, “Would it not have 
been better to stay and serve the Egyptians than to come out into this 
wilderness only to. die?” One man alone walked in majesty before those 
cringing forms, and tones of triumph rang through their crowding ranks 








as he replied, “Fear not. Stand still and see the salvation of God which ~ 


he will show you this day, for the Egyptians whom ye have seen today 
ye shall see no more forever, the Lord shall fight for you and ye shall 
hold your peace.” Behind was the enemy; before was the promised 
land. 
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In doubt and fear, often trembling, the cause of missions has lis- 
tened to the sound of its foes, and with a sense of the forces leagued 
against it its leaders have shrunk at the perils seen on all sides until, al- 
most fainting from fear, they have heard the voice of the Lord, amid 
the tumult, “Speak to the Children of Israel that they go forward.” 
Heeding the Divine command how great have been the results; small at 
first, but now rapidly increasing in power and efficiency. 

A missionary was resting at a hill sanitarium. One day she met a 
native woman who, to the surprise of both, spoke the same language as 
herself—the Telegu. It was a great pleasure, as they were the only per- 
sons at the station who could speak that language. Day by day they 
met in their walks and the missionary interested the native to learn and 
sing some little songs; taught her a child’s prayer and told her of the 
dear Lord Jesus; how in his purity and unselfishness He came from 
heaven to earth to help people to be good. As the house where the wom- 
an lived was a common resort for all the fowls and goats she possessed, 
it was not a desirable place for a person to enter for rest. The mission- 
ary lady told her she could not sit in her house because it was not clean. 
She also told her if Jesus were here on earth it would not be a suitable 
place to invite him, because of its filth. The missionary came home on 
furlough and had forgotten the incident when her successor in her for- 
mer field of labor wrote recalling the event and saying she had met the 
same woman, who told her the story of what the missionary lady had 
taught her. When asked what word she would like to send to her former | 
teacher, she said, “Tell her I have not yet become a Christian because my 
husband would not like to have me do so. He would persecute me. But 
I sing the songs she taught me, and say the praver, and keep my house 
clean.” <A fair foundation for a future Christian life! Said a missionary 
the first thing a native asks for, after being baptized, is a candle to light 
up the dark, dismal, cobwebbed, sooty house. “The entrance of thy word 
giveth light.” 

Schools have always been among the earliest established means of 
grace and have had a rapid growth. From the lower schools have been 
selected pupils who have received a higher education until prepared to 
instruct others. Little children have been gathered into kindergartens at 
a very tender age. Colleges and Bible schools have been established un- 
til natives have become devoted pastors and members of rare professions. 
Medical schools have graduated skilled physicians, until the barbarous 
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practices formerly prevailing have been followed by modern, intelligent — 
treatment of diseases. Cleanliness has taken the place of filthiness; 
nakedness has been clothed; cannibalism has been followed by Christian 
fellowship ; kindness of heart has taken the place of abject savagery, and 
love to God and brother man has a new meaning in hearts that never 
knew such an influence before. 

This has not been accomplished merely by a natural process. A far- 
seeing, prophetic policy was adopted from the first. A spiritual vision 


' of how the wilderness and savagery of the world might be brought to 


subjection has been sought and realized, again and again, with ever in- 
creasing clearness until few can be found in any enlightened community 
who condemn missions. | 

With the great progress that has already been made; with the out- 
look for the future so promising, why are the results so small and the 
interest so lagging? Many Christians are quietly resting, feeling that 
the coming of Christ’s kingdom is assured and it does not need their help. 
Their busy lives are filled with daily cares and perplexities so that the 
end of every twenty-four hours finds them too tired to care about the 
heathen in their own land, still less those across the sea. I once heard a 
syllogism like this, “If ye have not the spirit of Christ ye are none of His. 
The spirit of Christ is the missionary spirit; therefore, if ye have not 
the missionary spirit ye are none of His.” Food for thought, isn’t it? 
We ought to get beyond the question, “How much ought I to give?” and 
substitute, “How much ought I to give up that the Gospel may reach 
the dark places of the earth, where are still the abodes of cruelty ?”’ 

I think of that terrible denunciation, “He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh, the Lord shall have them in derision,’ when He has prom- 
ised that if we ask of Him He “will give us the heathen for our inher- 
itance and thé uttermost parts of the earth for our possession’ and sees 
how slow we are to see our opportunity, which once past is gone forever. 

“Speak to the children of Israel that they go forward.’ Speak, dear 
Lord, to us! 

God makes no mistakes when He gives the opportunity to do His 
work. He asks no more than what we are able to do. Any denomina- 
tion can supply means for carrying on the natural growth of its mis- 
sions. Were the Lord not long-suffering, gracious, forgiving and pitiful 
for our weakness, I fear He would despise us when He sees us so ready 
to spend of our means for our own gratification and so little to extend 
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his plans, who has given us all... We drop a few dimes into the Treasury 
and use the dollars to build beautiful, costly houses, load our tables with 
luxuries, wholesome and unwholesome, clothe ourselves in fine apparel 
and fail to help clothe our heathen brothers and sisters in the robe of 
Christ’s righteousness, without which no one can appear before Him. 
We sit at the Holy Communion and recognize the Divine presence, our 
hearts full of a blessed realization of the happiness it brings to our needy 
souls, and fail to send the wherewith that those who have never: heard of 
Christ may eat of the Bread of Life. 

Mrs. Harriet Phillips Stone, in her admirable address before Gen- 
eral Conference, asked the pertinent question, “What are we going to 
do about it?” I repeat, “What are we going to do about it?” Shall we 
give a little time and thought to answering it? Have we, as a woman’s 
missionary society, neglected any of our opportunities to gain definite 
knowledge of the world’s present condition? Strange if we have not! 
Many of our Sunday schools have, during the past year, been studying 
the Apostolic church. How many of you, with even your manv years 
of Sunday school teaching, have failed to gain definite knowledge how 
the missionaries, Paul and Peter, made disciples and established them 
in the faith? How many have learned what definite missionary work 
was done in India from the time of Paul’s visit until modern missions 
were introduced? How many have read the lives and can tell the story 
of the years of peril while Carey, Judson, Butler and Martyn were bring- 
ing their first converts to Christ? Dc we know of the heavenly trust that 
enabled John G. Paton, on Tanna, with muskets leveled at his heart, to 
say, “I am immortal till my work is done,” and unflinchingly go on with 
the building of his house? Has the spirit of Livingstone, and Stanley, 
and Pilkington, and McKay so entered our spirits that we have traveled 
with them in their explorations, sat at meals with them at the savage re- 
pasts, encountered their dangerous foes, until with their pioneer work 
seemingly half accomplished, they, seeing glimpses of the future dimly 
outlined to their fainting vision, willingly lay down life, away from civ- 
ilization and friends for the cause they had so long and nobly cham- 
pioned? Have we studied the history of Eli Noyes, Jeremiah Phillips, 
Dr. Bacheler, Lavina Crawford and a host of others in our own field, 
who with lives full of youthful ambition, laid them at the Saviour’s feet, 
fully saying, “Here am I, send me wherever I am needed.” A young 
-pastor said to me a short time ago as he was forming his first class in 
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mission studies, ‘‘Isn’t it strange that we have so long neglected to study 
missions? If we wished to know about any other business we should 
avail ourselves of every opportunity to obtain facts with reference to it, 
but with missions we let our minds remain blank.” 

Nothing is of more helpfulness or importance in reading than the 
biographies of those who have surrendered all to the cause of Christ. 

If the lack of definite information is a neglected corner of our hearts, 
let us cultivate it to the uttermost. Jet us make haste to find out what 
has been done and what can be done. 


“Let us not leave our space of ground untilled, 
Impress the truth upon us that not one 
Can do the portion that we leave undone.” 


Another portion of our work we must not neglect—our young girls. 
They go out from homes where missions have been talked and prayed 
for and zealously taught. In the years of student life the subject is sel- 
dom brought to their attention. They return home to find many changes, 
not only in themselves but in their environment. Strange faces are in 
the church; a strange minister is in the pulpit; strangers are in the Sun- 
day school and in the prayer meeting, and a feeling of strangeness comes 
to them, possibly a feeling of shyness, lest they be not welcomed. They 
must not be neglected. Said a young girl not long ago, “I thought you 
did not want me, at first, but now I am glad to be with you and help all 
I can.’ Put such as she on committees in the local society; give her 
something to do that will appeal to the intense life within her. Give her 
an opportunity to make practical the careful instruction she has received. 
Remember she is the same dear girl you have known from infancy, onlv 
now developed into strong, young womanhood, with her life uncarved 
before her. By wise suggestion and appreciative welcome, both—with 
high ideals of life—may become helpers to each other in the uplift of 
humanity. Possibly there has been a long cherished desire in her heart 
for an open door to some foreign field, which she has carefully con- 
cealed, hardly daring to entertain the thought.. Your kindly sympathy 
may unlock the secret and open the door for which she had been waiting. 
Persuade her to take the Misstonary HELPER. The surest way to in- 
terest persons in an enterprize is to have them invest money in it. Ask 
her to read its contents and to pray for the objects there mentioned. Ask 
her to pray for the missionaries by name; to pray for the work; pray to 
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be shown if she can help in any way; pray for the native Christians and, 
as she prays, think of the difficulties they have to meet and offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving that she has been spared the same experience. Ask her 
to pray for the dark places where the light has never penetrated. Pray 
for consecration to the will of God and follow his leadings. With 
prayer and consecration upon her part and a loving welcome upon yours, 
some will surely be won to faithful service. 

What about the boys and young men? We have vainly waited for 
months that some one might respond to the call from Bhimpore. The 
promise still reads, “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest and He will send 
forth laborers into the harvest.”” Do we ask and do we believe as we: 


ask that a loving Heavenly Father is hearing and answering while we 
ask? 


“T often say my prayers, but do I ever pray? 
I may as well kneel down to blocks of wood and stone 
As offer to the living God a prayer of words alone.” 


Is it possible that we pray as we ought and our prayers are unan- 
swered? The thought is inconsistent with our profession. The fault 
must then be our own. 

We pay two cents per week into the treasury of the W. M. Society. 
Suppose we were to pay two cents per day, the cost of one two cent post- 
age; do it perhaps as a memorial of one who has been taken from us and 
to whom we shall write no more. The constituency of the W. M. Society 
is about 8,000. This would amount to about $58,000 per year. Would not 
this be a better monument than granite or marble? Building into lives is 
an ever increasing force that will go on and on when we can work and 
give no longer. We may be doing better than we know.

AMENDMENT BY SUBSTITUTION TO By-LAW 
SEcTION VI.

II. The Assistant Treasurer shall receive contributions, disburse 
them by vote of the Board and keep an accurate account of receipts and 
disbursements. 

Ill. The Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer shall pay no bills ex- 
cept by vote of the Board, which vote shall be signed by the Recording 
Secretary, and each shall present to the annual meeting of the society a 
detailed report which has been accepted by the Board of Managers. 

IV. The Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer shall give such bonds 
as will be satisfactory to the Board. The report pertaining to the Na- 
tional Council was taken from the table and it was voted to adopt. 

Voted. That the election of delegates to the next meeting of the 
Council be left with the Board of Managers. 

The report of the committee on Missionary HELPER was presented 
by the chairman, Mrs. Waterman, and approved. 

The committee appointed to consider the interests of the Mission- 
ARY HELPER recommend: 

1st That individuals and auxiliaries be asked to become responsible 
for five new subscribers for the HELPER, for three years, either paying 
the subscriptions themselves or securing that number of new subscrip- 
tions. 

2nd That individuals and auxiliaries be asked to take shares for 
the support of the HELPER at three dollars each, the pledge to hold good 
until notice be given that the person making it wished to be released. 

II. That the coming year the Agents of Yearly Meetings see that 
the subject of the HELPER be presented at the Yearly Meetings and that 
the agents of Quarterly Meetings and associations have the HELPER pre- 
sented at their meetings. 

III. That for the coming” year the Misstonary HELPER be fur- 
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nished to new subscribers 14 months for fifty cents, beginning with No- 
vember. 

IV. That agents are urged to begin the first of November to make 
up their list of renewals and solicit new subscribers on the above liberal 
offer.

That as the enlargement of our work means increased ex- 
pense we bespeak a continuance of the generosity which has character- 
ized the contributions of the past, and urge an effort to promote sys- 
tematic and proportionate giving by individuals, auxiliaries and yearly 
meetings. 

Third. That, appreciating the growing excellence of the MissIon- 
ARY HELPER which is an absolute necessity to the continuance of our 
work and a valuable medium for advancing the kingdom of heaven on 
earth; we pledge ourselves to co-operate with all plans for its support 
and to do our best to increase its subscription list. 

Fourth. That we gratefully appreciate the work being done by our 
representatives at Storer College, and heartily indorse the action of the 
Board in undertaking the raising of funds for the much needed presi- 
dent’s house, and pledge our hearty support in interesting individuals 
* and auxiliaries in collecting funds for the same. 
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Fifth. That we approve the plans of the committee on Young 
Woman’s Work suggesting that an increased effort be made to interest 
our young women in missions. 

We suggest that each auxiliary plan to hold a rally day in June (or 
at such time as the greatest number of young women may be interested) 
and that a special effort be made to enroll them as members. We fur- 
ther suggest that Mrs. M. A. W. Bachelder be requested to prepare plans 
for the same, including a special program (showing the dependence of 
young women in other lands upon the young women of this country) to 
be published in the April number of the Young People’s department and 
that the June number of the HELPER be a Yourig Woman’s number. 

That we urge our Auxiliaries to cultivate an interest in 
missions in our churches by using up-to-date methods and materials and 
we hereby express our appreciation of the effort of our agent of the Bu- 
reau of Missionary Intelligence to furnish such supplies and advise our 
Auxiliaries to keep informed about and avail themselves of these helps.

Society. 

Voted, That our Rec. Sec’y. send to our President words of greeting. 

President and Mrs. McDonald of Storer College were introduced 
and spoke of their work. Miss Sadie B. Gowan, missionary-elect to In- 
dia, was also presented. 

Miss Frieda Mosher, connected with the work of the Young Wom- 
an’s Christian Association in Boston, spoke of her work. 

Mrs. A. M. Metcalf was called upon to give her plan for raising 
money for President’s Home at Storer. This she did briefly. 

The following committee on nominations was elected for another 
year: Miss Harriet A. Deering, Mrs. S. C. G. Avery, Mrs. M. E. Scrib- 
ner, Mrs. Hattie Jordan, Mrs. L. P. Jordan. 

The committee on resolutions for another year was elected as fol- 
lows: Miss Ida Fullonton, Miss Frieda Mosher, Miss Flora E. Berry. 

Voted, That the Minutes be printed in the HELPER and the bill sent 
to the Treasurer. 
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Adjournment to 7.45 to the Temple. 

The society met according to adjournment. Prayer was offered by 
Mrs. M. A. W. Bachelder.

REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY 
FOREIGN FIELD 





This report of the work done in India the past year, by workers sup- 
ported by the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society, will necessari- 
ly be fragmentary, for only two of the missionaries have sent any word 
concerning their work. A full report of all our India field is published 
each year by General Conference and a copy will be sent to any one send- 
ing a stamp, with the request, to Rev. H. M. Ford, Hillsdale, Mich. 

Miss Coombs (Midnapore) writes a “thank you” for the regularity 
and promptness with which the salaries have been sent and the work ap- 
propriations paid, and sends congratulations for the continued prosperity 
of the society. A year ago, at this time, Miss Coombs was laid aside 
with an attack of lumbago, from which she did not fully recover until 
September, after a short stay in the hospital in Calcutta. Since then she 
has been laid aside, again and again, with various ills, and just now she 
is recovering from a sprained ankle. So the year, as a whole, has had 
more of sickness and pain than nearly all the other years combined, and 
she has seriously thought of stepping down and out that some one more 
vigorous might take her place, but her love for the work holds her and 
she hopes for better days. There have been intervals of activity when 
she could get to her regular work and even when confined to her room 
there were many opportunities for service,—classes with the teachers, 
the Band of Hope with the children, her Santal Sunday school, all came 
to her room. Then the daily looking after the teachers, as they came 
together before starting out to work: accounts of many departments to 
be kept straight; monthly government grant-in-aid bills to be made out, 
sent, and afterward cashed; letters to write, etc., all made enough work 
to keep the time from dragging. But the visiting and examining of the 
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Zenana pupils has had to be sadly neglected and she has seen many of 
them only three or four times during the year. But teachers have been 
faithful and the roll number has been kept up, even though inevitable 
changes are constantly going on and new pupils have to be looked up. A 
new element has come into the work in the person of an English in- 
spectress Of schools appointed by government, and she has visited some 
of the Zenanas several times. She was inclined to urge that religious 
teaching should not be made compulsory, saying if it was the work would 
not be eligible to government aid. Our missionaries told her that this 
Zenana work had been carried on for more than twenty-five vears, on 
this principle, and government had seemed glad to help, and no objec- 
tion had ever been made to the religious teaching. At Yearly Meeting 
time, last November, a resolution was passed by the committee of the 
whole that they do not recede from this position in our schools and Ze- 
nanas and Miss Coombs sent a copy of it to the inspectress. She has 
since visited our mission but no mention was made of the question. Of 
the two widows who were former Zenana pupils and became Christians, 
one was happily married, last May, to a Christian young man, and the 
other has stopped teaching for a time to take a further course of study. 
The inspectress is insisting on a higher grade of teachers and it is a puz- 
zle to know where to find them. At the same time it is gratifying to see 
this new interest shown by the authorities. 

In the May meeting of the committee of the whole the estimates for 
the coming year were made and the whole budget sent to General Con- 
ference Treasurer. Some increase was asked for, made necessary by the 
increased pay of our workers and famine allowance, made for three 
months until the new crop of rice comes in when it is hoped it will no 
longer be needed, but the increase in pay is permanent. 

Dr. Mary Bacheler reports dispensary work at Midnapore much as 
asual. She has treated 4,461 patients, made 293 visits, had 1,203 new 
patients and kept the Dispensary open 228 days.. She has a generous 
supply of leaflets and a goodly number of Gospels always on hand which 
are given out or sold every day. As she supplies Miss Coombs’ Bible 
women and the Zenana work, to some extent, also Mr. Wyman’s men, 
when he is out, it is impossible to tell how many leaflets go out from the 
Dispensary. She gets her fresh supply when in Calcutta, when she can 
personally select them. She encourages well-to-do Zenana women to 
come to the house for medical treatment instead of always going to see 
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them. This saves the physician’s time and is in many ways a benefit to 
the patient. 

A few patients, mostly women, have,come from Kharagpore. Last 
September they had a bad epidemic of a fatal sort of cholera in which 
Our mission lost one of its most hopeful young men. The missionaries 
felt as though they could not spare him, he was doing so well and was 
so promising. Almost up to July of this year there have been more or 
less cases, both in country and in town, even Balasore and Jellesore were 
in the area of the epidemic. In June, while Dr. Mary was in Chandipore, 
Miss Butts’ school inspector was taken. After taking remedies from sey- 
eral different persons, the civil surgeon was called in but it was too late. 
July'5 Dr. Mary was talking to some men in the Dispensary and took as 
her starting point the incident of the question that was asked about giv- 
ing tribute to Cesar. Nowadays there is a good deal said and written 
about the people of that country !eing independent; at least, the Ben- 
galis are saying a great deal about it, and it is they who are doing the 
bomb-throwing. The man who was proclaimed king, not long ago, and 
who is still at large, is a Brahmin. In speaking of the tribute due to 
Cesar and how we should give our allegiance to the government under 
which we live, she called their attention to the impossibility of the coun- 
try becoming independent in such a way that they quite saw it. Atten- 
tion was called to the diversity of peoples in the great land of India and 
how utterly unmixable they are with their various and varying interests, 
religions and customs. Then they were told of the love of God that 
longed to make mankind one, and how God loves all without partiality. 
They listened, assented, and took her leaflets, much interested. These 
days of rain are good for the rice and the farmers say there is a promise 
of a good crop, if the latter rain does not fail. 

Each week Dr. Mary plans to visit the schools in the town, but has 
difficulty in carrying out her plans. One day she had a conveyance en- 
gaged and was going to visit a school, she had taken on since Miss Butts 
came home, one that is very well spoken of and the preacher is an inter- 
esting young man; but at the last moment she was called to a very sick 
person and did not get to the school at all. This is only one instance of 
many where she has been hindered in this department of work. She has 
found a very efficient helper in Indra and has put a good deal of the re- 
sponsiblity of visiting the schools on him. She writes of a teacher they 
used to call the Gocoolpore Pundit who had an excellent girls’ schools 
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in the center of the town, but who proved so unworthy the confidence of 
the public he was deposed and the school given to a Christian woman. 
This means an increase in expense for the old teacher walked to his 
school, but the women have to be sent in a garry. Umase Rai, the com- 
pounder, who. sometimes talks to the waiting patients, has helped Dr. 
Mary, as in former years. Ononta Ghose was really sorry to give up the 
work of colporteur, but it was decided it must be, as he seemed to be defi- 
nitely leprous. 

Since Dr. Shirley left us, a great burden has fallen on Mrs. Burk- 
holder in the matter of the Sinclair Orphanage children at Balasore. 
The little girls often come to us sickly and half starved, and the “feed- 
ing up” process seems in many cases to disagree with them. Since fam- 
ine prices have been so prevalent, several little girls have been brought 
and sent in, so that now there are over sixty. This means crowding, as 
there was not too much room when there were less than that, and a vote 
was passed for an extension. Dr. Mary speaks of this, in this connection, 
as she has gone down many times and looked over the little girls. July 
third she received a telegram that one of the children was very sick and 
though there was a native doctor there, who is very kind, Mrs. Burkhold- 
er felt as if she wanted someone she knew and trusted. Dr. Mary has 
monthly conferences with the teachers when they come to get their pay. 
They are a very interesting set of men, and if the time was less hurried 
and less mixed with urgent calls to the Dispensary, these conferences 
would be very enjoyable. They have a little drill, then written recita- 
tions in three subjects, Bible (Gospel of Matthew)), Teacher’s Manual, 
and mental arithmetic. Dr. Mary gets the questions out herself and 
copies them on the blackboard and has a native inspector help her look 
the answers over and mark them. She feels anxious for the prayers of 
the home people for greater strength and increased ability that she may 
do better work and more of it. 


HOME FIELD 
Storer College, Harper's Ferry, W. Va.—Miss M. Virginia Brown 
reports: The beginning of the school year is the time we live two or 
three days in one... Several days before school opens the new pupils come 
and must eat as soon as they strike the ground, so I always begin the 
cooking alone. Last year was the fullest, happiest year we ever wit- 
nessed at Storer. The new pupils came first, as usual, only a great many 
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more of them, and the cry on every side was “Please, Miss Brown, give 
me something to do so I won’t be ‘cnesome and think too much of home.” 
This was not a hard task, for something to be done can always be found 
in the cooking department. It was a good way to learn what a girl could 
do, how well she could do it, and if she considered the work given her of 
too little importance to do her best. 

Often choice work would be given a new girl, early in the year, be- 
cause she did little things well. Would you like to know some of the de- 
tails of the work in our department” At six A. M. the rising beil is rung 
by the young man who has built the fire and filled the reservoir and tea- 
kettle, half an hour earlier, in the club kitchen, so all things were ready 
for use by Miss Parker, who was my assistant last year, and six young 
ladies, who are very happy to be on for breakfast, because at the close of 
the meal their duty is over for the day, unless Miss Parker calls on them 
after dinner, at night, to prepare something for breakfast next morn. 
They are all dressed, ready when the bell rings to prepare the meal and 
serve promptly at seven. After breakfast, six other girls clear the table, 
care for the food left and wash the dishes. Three girls look after the 
glasses and silver. While this is being done, one has swept the dining 
room, another has dusted; one of the senior girls has crumbed the tables 
and is now ready to give directions about setting the tables and leaving 
the room in order for the next meai. If anything has been overlooked, 
or done carelessly, it is reported and some one of the force will have to 
return and do it over. We have been so pushed for recitation rooms, we 
have sometimes had to use the dining room and by lunch time it would 
lose its fresh, orderly appearance and often take the head waiter and 
waitress quite a little time to get things in order for the noon meal which 
is served at 12.15. This meal is served by six girls who have made the 
bread, which was made up the night before, into rolls and loaves, and to 
prevent any staying out of school, I bake the bread and look after the 
lunch, having everything ready so no time is lost. 

After this meal six other girls prepare the vegetables for dinner, 
while the dishes and dining room ere looked after and put in order by 
another relay of girls. At dinner, 5 P. M., this same order prevails, each 
time by a different relay of girls. Dessert was served three times a week, 
it being the duty of a senior girl to plan the dessert according to the menu. 
My classes come in the afternoon, principally, except my senior class. We 
did splendid work, this year, as -ll who called to see us testified. We 
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ended the year’s work with a class fair which everyone voted a grand 
success. We realized in three anc a half hours $31.00 clear, with which 
we bought a fine Hoosier kitchen cabinet and a very. nice tablecloth, with 
napkins to match. This. makes us determined. to work.up a fair next 
year to buy a set of nice dishes. for the demonstration kitchen, so we can 
better understand how to set.a table.. We plan to name our.fair The 
Tour of Nations. If anyone feels kindly disposed toward this scheme 
and.would like to give something to help carry out the project, we will 
feel grateful indeed. 

Miss. E. L. Sims writes: “It is ths no small. degree of sitiatection 
and pleasure we look back over the past. year’s work and note its devel- 
opment, notwithstanding the work was exceptionally hard on account of 
the large number of pupils to be dealt with. Among the more than one 
hundred and twenty girls there was a large per cent that were energetic 
and took pride in their work, not satisfied until they were sure they had 
done their. best. The junior class made a good many dresses and shirt 
waists. I selected the best seamstress from all the classes to do the same 
work for the Athletic club, which was a success. -The Boarding club 
comes in, too, with its share of the girls’ time in making tablecloths, pads 
etc. 


Miss Ella V. Smith—Never was a year in the life of Storer College 
so fraught with actual results, comiig in answer to prayer, as the one just 
passed. The first week of the school year found Myrtle Hall well filled 
with girls, and by the end of the second we were putting three in one 
room! Over eighty girls found homes in. the hall during the year, and in 
spite of the fact that the Brackett House and Sinclair Cottage were. well 
filled, Myrtle Hall had a constant resident number of sixty-seven. These 
girls were from thirteen to twenty-five, in all stages of progress, from 
both a literary and industrial standpoint. Yet we find them, for the most 
part, respectful, obedient and easily. controlled. The chapel bell at six A. 
M. calls the students from pleasant dreams; at seven there is a rush for 
the breakfast table; at eight all rocms are expected tobe in order, ready 
for inspection, and at that time the morning study hours begin. The 
Superintendent makes a daily inspection of the rooms, and girls who 
have been negligent or careless about their work are called to account 
and required to correct such work at the noon hour. In this way we try 
to train the girls to be neat in their rooms, a habit we feel sure will have, 
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in most cases, lasting results. Like all the other teachers, I have had un- 
usually large classes during the year. The largest was a class in Phys- 
ical Geography, numbering fifty-two. This was a most enthusiastic 
class and many times both pupils and teacher became so interested in 
the discussion that the teacher forgot to dismiss the class at the close of the 
period. In the spring this same class were taking bookkeeping. It was 
then that sighs and tears told of the strenuous life these young folks 
had entered into. In a school that is constantly increasing in numbers it 
is natural that there should be an increasing demand for greater facili- 
ties for carrying on the work. Just now Myrtle Hall feels the need of 
a better equipped laundry with some one to superintend the work. It is 
very necessary that girls should know how to keep their clothing clean 
and in good order, hence we hope the time is not far distant when laun- 
dry work will be added to our industrial courses. At least fifty of the 
girls did their own laundry the past year. Many have never been taught 
to do this work, many are too young to do it except under direction, and 
when left to do it alone, as is the case at present. they form habits of 
working very carelessly that will be much against them in after life. 
Steam, or some safe system of heating, is a great necessity in Myrtle 
Hall. With the growing youthfulness of the students and the conse- 
quent lack of responsibilty, the present system of heating is a constant 
menace to the building. I cannot close this report without adding my 
plea for a home for our president. If the supporters of Storer College 
could realize what a hard working, conscientious, whole-souled man they 
have in President MacDonald, how interested he is in the southern 
work, how closely the cause and its success lie to his heart, and at how 
great a sacrifice he is giving his life to this work, I am sure they would 
make every effort to make it so comfortable for him he would just have 
to stay. While we feel Storer College and its work are under the special 
providence of God, it must have money and friends to do its best work. 
[All friends of the College will be glad to know that the W. M. society 
have set plans in operation that promise the securing of a home for 
President MacDonald at no distant day. S. C. G. A.] 


Mrs. Eilsabeth McDonald:—The last vear at Storer fills us all with 
encouragement. Everyone who has read about us knows that we have 
just passed the banner year in our history. Never have we had so many 
students, never has our standard of work been so practical, and because 
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of our new heating plant, never have we as a school been so physically 
comfortable. As I think over my class work and _ recall the discussions 
that come up in my line of studies, I am impressed by the fact that many 
of our boys and girls are actually thinking and puzzling over the great 
problems of life. They are not satisfied to exist, they want to know 
“Why” and that is an element of progress. The loyalty for their Alma 
Mater is growing. Never have I heard so many expressions of love for 
the school, and never have I known so much effort on the part of the 
students to do for the school, as there has been the past year. As an il- 
lustration, two of the boys came to me last fall to know if I would sanc- 
tion their starting a subscription among the students for a President’s 
house. The amount raised would, of course, have been small, but the 
spirit is worthy of commendation. We must be optimists at Storer, and 
in view of all the encouraging facts, I don’t want to spoil this report by 
even suggesting a discouragement. New vistas keep opening before us 
as we advance, new needs confront us, and as the time is ripe all things 
that Storer needs for the advancement of her students must come to her. 
Meanwhile, we who are there, labor because we love the cause and in- 
tensely believe in the future. As far as my own part of the work is con- 
cerned I hesitate to speak. The personal pronoun should be as small as 
possible. Every teaching period I have either taught or supervised work 
and often evening classes have been a necessity. To say that my day 
began at eight in the morning and ended at ten at night is no exaggera- 
tion. It may seem strange, but Saturday and Sunday are often more 
crowded with work for the teachers than the regular school days. My 
subjects were Rhetoric, English Literature, American Literature, Eng- 
lish History, General History, Spelling, and often fifty or sixty themes 
were mine to correct between one day’s work and the next. There have 
been special programs to prepare, but these are incidentals in every 
teacher’s life. As I compare my first year’s work at Storer with the 
work of last year, I realize the vast difference between teaching seven 
periods a day, with an average of ten in the class, and teaching the same 
number of periods with thirty in the same sized classroom. The in- 
crease of students has far more than doubled the strain on the teachers, 
for we have to put so much more time on our work outside of school 
hours. With increased enthusiasm we look forward to next year’s work 
with help like this to spur us on. One of our girls said one day, “O, I 
am so glad I came to Storer! Just think how I might have lived my life 
without knowing there were such things in life.” 
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From Mrs. L. B. Lightner:—The school year of 1907-08 was one 
long to be remembered. It opened with the largest attendance in the his- 
tory of Storer. This meant much extra work for all the officers. When 
Mrs. Jenness and Mr. Saunders had come to our aid, and two houses, 
one for girls and another for boys, had been opened, we were able to go 
on with courage. There was much work for all. The President learned 
in some way how to multiply the number of desks in the chapel and sub- 
tract from the floor and aisle space, in such a manner, that there should 
always be a narrow path of ingress and egress. The teachers could cal- 
culate how many chairs could be brought into a recitation room and vet 
to leave a chance for one division of a class to go to the board. 

Once organized and adjusted, it still needed a strong hand and a de- 
termined will, to keep the machinery running, day after day. We had 
our share of the perplexities and pleasures of school life. Difficulties 
were met and we hope wisely overcome. The vacation has brought us 
one great pleasure. Miss Angell of Rhode Island kindly gave us assist- 
ance in classifying and arranging the Roger Williams’ library. With pa- 
patience and skill she has toiled the entire month of July. Miss Smith, 
Miss Brady, Prof. Sounders and I have given what help we could. We 
have learned much about classification and indexing books, and all agreed 
that the knowledge gained was equal to a summer term in library work. 
We did not mind the heat, we were so glad to see the work done. There 
has been no radical change from the former arrangement, but we are 
brought up to date, so to speak. 

It seems to me that Miss Angell would be a great help to Sunday 
Schools, in selecting and arranging books, also to public library commit- 
tees. It was a pleasure to meet one who loves books and has a wide ac- 
quaintance with authors. The cares of the coming year are already upon 
us. The Treasury, alas, is nearly empty. Our needs are increasing. Oh, 
for a large endowment! Must we always walk by faith and not by 
sight? If the supply could equal our opportunities we should, indeed, be 
rich. 

Nearly everyone whose work is reported here earnestly requests the 
pravers of each one interested that she may be led to more efficient serv- 
ice. 

In writing my last report as Corresponding Secretary of the Free 
Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society a feeling of profound sadness fills 
my heart. I recall the time I was asked to take up the work which Mrs. 
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J. A. Lowell (my aunt) felt obliged to lay down, and the feeling of 
strong reluctance as I realized my inability to fill the place. As I look 
back over the years and remember the kind, helpful words of encourage- 
ment, the unfailing patience and loyalty shown, I would thank each 
member of the W. M. Society, especially its Ex. Com., for making 
what seemed a formidable task, a delight, a labor of love. The time 
having come when circumstances make it seem best for the cause, that 
this work of the Corresponding Secretary be passed into other hands, I 
am glad so efficient a woman has been found as our new secretary, Mrs. 
Minnie A. Milliken. I wish her a most hearty “God Speed,” and trust the 
blessing spoken in Num.‘ vi:24-26 shall not only be experienced by her, 
but by every member of our loved society.

Our report is for ten months, closing the last day in June. 

In some of the states only a partial report was received by the sec- 
retaries which gives an apparent loss in statistics. 

The amount of money raised in the states is for ten months andthe 
figures are given by our national treasurer. The total receipts in Maine 
for twelve months, as given at the recent annual meeting, were $2,096.18 
versus $1,690.39 for ten months. Some of the other states would have 
-been more, but it must be remembered that this report is only for ten 
months. 

We feel sure, however, that despite the financial depression more 
money has been raised in New England in the usual twelve months than 
last year. 

There is always a present loss in transition, and time only will ad- 
just the work to satisfactory results. 

There is a loss of 126 subscribers to the HELPER. This is due, in 
part, to the expiration of the three years for which new subscribers were 
pledged. The interests of our HELPER received special attention at the 
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recent meeting of the Maine Association and an earnest purpose was ex- 
pressed to advance’ the interests of our valued magazine. Also, please 
note plans in report of annual. meeting.of Woman’s Missionary Society 
at Ocean Park. 

The work of the Cradle Rolls has been well cared. for and increasing 
interest is noted. Some of the Cradle Rolls have been changed to Sun- 
day School Rolls for special reasons. 

In fifty churches, Junior Societies, Sunday Schools and individuals 
have paid sixty shares in Miss Barnes’ salary—a gain of fourteen shares, 
or fifty-six dollars more than last year. 

Through the energetic efforts of Mrs. Abbey, the treasurer in Ver- 
mont, more than the usual amount of money was sent in before June 30th. 
Miss DeMeritte attended a union Thank-Offering service of Free Bap- 
tists and Baptists in St. Johnsbury. A spirit of real unity was manifested. 

The public meetings of the Massachusetts Woman’s Missionary So- 
ciety are in unison with the mission meetings of the association. This 
change has given more speakers on the program and a larger attendance. 
The president, Mrs. Mosher, calls a mid-winter meeting at her home. 
Though the day was bitterly cold, twenty-nine were present in January. 
Eight churches were represented, and Mrs. Davis, our national presi- 
dent, and others, came by invitation. 

The opening prayer was by Mrs. Stewart, who has since been pro- 
moted to higher service. Informal talks were given relative to our home 
and foreign work. Then-lunch was served by the hostess. This was fol- 
lowed by a discussion of plans of work in the state. The success of the 
work is largely due to this social event which brings the work and the 
workers in personal touch with each other. 

Two new auxiliaries are reported in New Hampshire; barrels have 
been sent to Storer and the Tennessee mountains, boxes to India, and 
much Sunshine work has been done. 

We have received attractive calendars giving an outline of the work 
for the year. 

The Roger Williams auxiliary in Providence, R. I., has a library of 
forty-two volumes.

Summing up the whole we find 97 rolls against 103 last year, but 
the rolls that have reported have enough new members to bring the 
whole membership up to 1,473, against 1,268 last year. I had hoped that 
at this, the tenth anniversary of our Cradle Roll, we could have 1,500 
members; we have fallen short only 27 and I doubt not if all the rolls 
had reported we should have exceeded the 1,500. Your Secretary re- 
grets that she has not more time and strength to give to this work— 
there is much that might be done. I wish something might be said to 
stimulate a greater interest among State Secretaries. Wtih one excep- 
tion none of the States are doing all that could be done. 

Some one has said, “Touch but the heart of a child and you have set 
in motion influences which will go on for ages.” Do you not feel that 
it is necessary for us to train our children to be interested in our mis- 
sion work, if we wish them to grow up to take the places of the present 
workers? Experience has taught us that if we wait till they reach voung 
manhood and womanhood it is then difficult to interest them. The work 
needs our boys and girls, and our girls and boys need the work. 

In closing, I would like to make a plea to all mothers that you en- 
roll your little children in the: Cradle Roll, not only for their sakes and 
for the sake of those who are helped by their contributions, but in the 
name of Him who said, “Suffer the children to come unto me and for- 
bid them not for of such is the kingdom of Heaven.”

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF BUREAU OF MISSIONARY 
INTELLIGENCE 

The work of the Bureau has continued along the lines reported last 
year, a large proportion of it following the study course planned by the 
interdenominational committee. The special days have been provided 
for with suitable material. 

In connection with the study it has been interesting to note the num- 
ber of books sent to each state. New Hampshire leads, the number be- 
ing 100; Maine next with 67; Rhode Island, 50; Michigan, Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, Ohio, Iowa, Minnesota following in the order named, 
while one each was sent to Pennsylvania, Kansas and Nova Scotia. The 
total number sold was 316, six more than reported for the last year. The 
largest number of books sold to any auxiliary were used by the Main 
Street auxiliary of Lewiston, 21; while the largest amount of money 
paid to the Bureau for supplies, by any auxiliary, was sent by the Roger 
Williams auxiliary, of Providence, they ordering the only Reference Li- 
brary sold for the year. The sale of the helps and leaflets, aside from 
the Reference Library, has been about the same as last year. 

The Thank-Offering responsive reading, prepared by Miss Fullon- 
ton at the request of the publication committee, proved a decided success, 
1,000 copies being sold. 

I have tried to emphasize the Junior work by adding to the sup- 
plies some new aids for concerts, called “Treasuries,” which contain reci- 
tations and music suitable for missionary concerts, special numbers be- 
ing issued for Easter, Children’s Day, and Harvest concerts. Also | 
have added a book of “Sunshine Stories from Many Lands.” In adding 
exercises, etc., to the Bureau, I aim to add not a large number of new 
ones but a few of the best I can find. 

About thirty copies of Chundra Lela have been sent out since Sept. 
1, 190%. I would say that in selling the story of Chundra Lela, our 
missionary, Miss Butts, has been a very active agent. It is a very inter- 
esting book and very desirable for Sunday School and Young People’s 
libraries as well as for the home. 

In regard to the free supplies, according to plans formulated last 
year, the membership cards, “How to Organize” and blanks for Yearly 
Meeting and Quarterly Meeting societies were reprinted and a new cat- 
_alog issued. Although the receipts of the Bureau have not equalled 
those given in the last report, the difference is due in a very large meas- 
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ure to the difference in the number of Reference Libraries ordered by 
the auxiliaries. 

In the real work of the Bureau—the giving of information on mis- 
sionary work and increasing interest therein—I think we have reason to 
thank God and take courage, not relaxing at all, but rather increasing 
our effort as opportunity offers.

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REPORT OF EDITOR OF THE MISSIONARY HELPER 
The Misst1onArRY HELPER brings special greeting to the workers 
whom it represents at this annual meeting at Ocean Park and welcomes 
each and all of you to the sanctum, where so many officers and auxiliary 
members have come and gone during the year, leaving inspiration, sug- 
gestion, or positive plans for new and better work. If the four walls 
could tell the story of all they have heard it would be interesting reading! 
The India curios have been shown many times. Mrs. E. D. J. Mills has 
made valuable additions to the HELPER cabinet and deserves our thanks 
for her continued generosity. 
The necessity of illustrations in a missionary magazine is apparent. 
A picture brings us in touch with the environment or personnel of work 
in unseen places as nothing else can do. The value of the illustration is 
unquestioned ; but we have been hampered by a lack of funds and suit- 
able photographs. The fund made by the sale of picture postcards hav- 
ing been exhausted, it occurred to us to ask those who would like to do 
so to be responsible for one cut in the HELPER at $1.50 each. Four friends 
have already paid for cuts; four more have pledged to do so at need, and 
we hope that there are still others who will be glad to do likewise, and 
will inform us at the earliest opportunity.

Burkholder, Mrs. Hamlen and Miss Berry, we have recently had, and 
shall have in larger numbers, access to photographs from the field which 
are suggestive and attractive. 
Our latest editorial contributors, President MacDonald and Rev. E. 
G. Wesley, have been ready to respond to needs, and we are assured of 
their continued co-operation. Several new writers have promised arti- 
cles during the year; one in connection with the United Mission study ; 
another—who has had experience—on how to make the missionary meet- 
ing delightful ; and our missionary-elect, Miss Gowan, will tell us of her 
City Mission work in Chicago. Our Missionaries—including Mrs. Stone, 
bless her !—are writing more frequently for the magazine and are ready 
to answer the questions we shall want to ask. Please send them to the 
editor’s desk. We also appeal to you to be generous with your bright 
ideas-—we are sure that you all have them—and when you have an es- 
pecially good auxiliary meeting or missionary entertainment, send a brief 
story of it for the Words from Home Workers’ Department. 
The enthusiasm of our young Western worker, Miss Gates, in re- 
gard to interesting young women in missions, suggested the idea of mak- 
ing the June HELPER a Young Woman’s Missionary Rally number. 
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The United Study of Missions has been fruitful during the past, and 
the opening year offers greater variety than before; while the sidelights, 
the maps, charts, pictures and reference library afford much illustrative 
material. It is a satisfaction to know that our workers are adopting these 
studies in increasing numbers and that the Helps for monthly meetings 
are reported to be generally used and practically helpful. 

The change of time of Annual Meeting makes it possible for the 
November HELPER to be the Annual Report number, thus releasing the 
December one for a Christmas number. This delights us all, for there 
has been a demand for Christmas matter which it was impossible to 
supply under existing conditions. 

We wish that there were more bound volumes of the magazine for 
reference by individuals, auxiliaries and Sunday schools. This seems to 
us of increasing rather than of less importance, in the light of current 
denominational history. 

The attitude of the HELPER toward union with the Baptists has, 
doubtless, been questioned by both sides. At least one ardent advocate 
of that union has urged that frequent appeals for it be made through the 
magazine. It has seemed to us, and to those whom we have consulted, 
that The Morning Star is the natural arena for arguments until definite 
conclusions were arrived at by the two denominations. When the Board 
of the Woman’s Missionary Society has taken action, its decisions and 
the reasons for them will be fully set forth in the HELPER by those who 
are competent to make such explanations. In the June number the edi- 
tor made a plea for the work which she would emphatically reiterate. 
Whatever the outcome of the proposed union, here is a sacred trust now. 
The very fact that there are unrest and indecision all about us must spur 
us to greater activity to keep up afid improve, if possible, every department 
of work for which we are responsible. So long as we have anything to do 
with the missionary periodical, we mean to make it, God helping, more 
useful than ever before. Through its pages, our missionaries, treasurers, 
Cradle Roll Secretary and other officers; teachers at Storer, representa- 
tives of the young people and other interests, speak to us; and we who 
listen lovingly, carefully and responsively can help them most. Our 
comradeship of workers is very dear. We shall never find anything that 
will take its place. The feeling of kinship, also, between HELPER readers, 
widely separated—perhaps wholly unknown to one another except 
through this medium—has been a continual surprise and pleasure to the 
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editor and the President of the HELPER Branch of the Sunshine Society. 
A few days ago, a reader in Oklahoma, sending a renewal of her sub- 
scription for two years, wrote, “The HELPER is very dear to me. I look 
forward to its coming. It seems like getting a letter, or several letters, 
from friends.” A Michigan worker, who has been a successful agent, 
writes, “If I had the means, I think the first thing I would do would be 
to put our HELPER on a sure financial footing. It lies very near my 
heart.” We heartily thank the many friends of the HELPER who have 
shown us so much loving kindness throughout the year. 

Whatever comes, let us not talk of disintegration, but of larger co- 
operation, believing, with the author of “What Is Worth While,” that 
“This work of ours, whatever it may be, will never pass away. We are 
a part of the great world energy; no atom of its force is ever lost.”

REPORT OF GENERAL SUBSCRIPTION AGENT OF THE 
MISSIONARY HELPER 


The change in the constitution of the Free Baptist Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society, which provides for holding the annual meeting in Au- 
gust, September or October of any year, has necessitated the closing of 
HELPER accounts with June thirtieth. Therefore, this report includes a 
period of ten months instead of twelve as in the past. 

A good degree of interest has been shown in our magazine by agents 
and subscribers, also by auxiliaries, conference and quarterly and yearly 
meetings and many have made special pledges and gifts towards the 
financial support of the magazine. Thirty-seven such contributors have 
brought to our treasury one hundred and three dollars. In addition to 
these gifts Mrs. Harriet Phillips Stone has sent the HELPER, from Jan- 
uary to July, to seventy-three persons and is continuing the same num- 
ber to others, from July to January, thus making a gift of the HELPER 
to one hundred and forty-six persons in the state of Michigan, for six 
months each. It is hoped that many of these readers will become so 
much interested in the HELPER that they will renew the subscription. 

The Hetrer has also received twenty-five dollars from the income 
of the Porter Memorial Fund, which was appropriated by the Board to- 
ward the deficit in current expenses. 
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We are sorry that fact obliges a report of a falling off in the num- 
ber of subscribers, of one hundred and seventy-three names. The loss 
in New England represents one hundred and twenty-six of this number. 
We have no reason to think that this loss of subscribers represents 
a decreased interest in our missionary work. It may be traced to several 
causes, such as the depression in business and consequent lessening of 
income in many homes. Some are known to have transferred their s:1b- 
scription from the HELPER to the Morning Star, and naturally all our 
denominational work must suffer somewhat from the agitation as to. just 
what our future relations with other Baptists are to be. 

Whatever changes may take place in the future, it is essential that 
our mission work be kept up with increasing interest, as our work must 
be, for a long time, dependent upon our gifts and our prayers and the 
continuance of our perioricals, both the HELPER and the Star. There is as 
pressing need of the work done by our magazine as there has ever been, 
and there is need of as great a sense of responsibility for the support of 
our HELPER as at any time in its history. The renewing of subscriptions 
and the securing of new subscribers will be just as necessary as ever. 
Special pledges for “Shares” and as gifts will be as helpful as at any 
time. Let us all arise from the reading of these annual reports re- 
solved to make the most of our opportunities through our society and 
our HeELper this coming year. The most perplexing question of the year 
has resulted from the new ruling of the postoffice department at Wash- 
ington, that all subscriptions must be paid in advance, in order to entitle 
periodicals to the privilege of mailing at second class rates. Dealing as 
religious periodicals do with people who are reliable in character, it has 
been the usual custom not to discontinue subscriptions at the expiration 
of the time paid for, finding it more agreeable to most subscribers to 
have the magazine continued without interruption. This privilege has 
been so much abused by many papers that were printed mainly for ad- 
vertising purposes, and the government has been defrauded to such an 
extent that the order seemed necessary that all subscriptions must be 
paid in advance. Now it becomes the duty of law-abiding citizens to 
comply with this recent ruling. 

When advance payment of subscriptions has become the custom, 
the advantages to publications will appear, as every one recognizes the 
fact that a cash business is more profitable than a credit ‘business. 

A word of appeal to subscribers to assist the local agents may not be 
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out of place here. The local agents are doing a most helpful work for 
our magazine, and merit the assistance that could be easily given them 
by subscribers. A little care and thoughtfulness on their part by prompt- 
ly passing the price of the subscription to the agent would be a great help 
to her. It is unfair to expect the agent to advance the payment of sub- 
scriptions from her own funds, and then, perhaps, have to make re- 
peated requests for payment. The renewal subscription blanks will be 
inclosed in the November HELrER and we request all whose subscrip- 
tion expires with the December number to immediately fill out the blank 
and pass it with the subscription price to the local agent, and we urge 
agents to forward each month, before the twenty-fifth day, the sub- 
scriptions in hand, that prompt credit may be given for prompt pay- 
ment. Will we not, by united effort, make the coming year the best one 
the HELPER has yet known?

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PEACE AND ARBITRATION 


The following communication was received too late to be utilized 
as suggested this year, but the idea is always timely and it is not too 
early for seed-sowing for next year.—EDITOoR. 


To THE Epitror—In 1907 the school superintendents of the country, 
at their annual convention, recommended the celebration in the schools, 
by means of instructive exercises, of the 13th of May, the anniversary 
of the opening of the first Hague Conference. Ten states, beginning 
with Massachusetts and Ohio have now given special attention to the 
matter and the movement is bound to spread as soon as teachers are 
themselves instructed in the new and practicable measures which are now 
available to prevent war....As a help towards this, the Department of 
Peace and Arbitration of the National Council of Women, is ready to 
supply to schools an outline of exercises with suggestions for teachers so 
that even those who are not well read in the subject may give pupils of 
Grammar schools or High schools an hour or half hour valuable instruc- 
tion on the manner recommended by the superintendents. I hereby ap- 
peal to the members of your organization to send to me for sample pro- 
grams, enclosing a one cent stamp, and to show these to your school au- 
thorities and ask them if they will order these at the bare cost of print- 
ing—30 cents a hundred, or if the trifling cost stands in the way, whether 
they will accept them gratis, and instruct their teachers to use them. In 
this way, many a busy woman may, at slight trouble, do a valuable serv- 
ice to her community. If several from the same town act, so much the 
better. In addition to this, the department urges that women of the 
Council will organize peace meetings all over the country on or about 
May 18th, and among other exercises pass the following resolution, and 
see that it is printed in the local press: 

“Whereas, this country has been at war with Europe only three 
years since the forming of our Constitution, and is protected by position 
and resource, as no other is, and has no enemies. We deplore the re- 
cent extravagant demand of naval increase, and the enormously in- 
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creased reliance on explosives rather than on our national integrity and 
the reasonable methods now available to secure national safety. We de- 
plore race prejudice in every form, and urge the cultivation of a modest 
and friendly spirit towards men of every race and nation.”
